GOVERNMENT HOUSING 

Paragraph 8(b) of Executive Order No.· 14-59 is hereby 

amended to read as follows: 

"(b) Housing shall be kept in a clean and 

orderly condition. Each employee assigned to 

a house type or apartment unit is responsible 

for maintenance ofgrounds, including, but not 

limited to, cutting of grass and hedge trimming. 

If such grounds are not maintained in satis-

factory condition, the Director shall have the 

necessary work performed at the tenant's expense 

and the same may be collected through payroll 

Paragraph 9(a)(5) is deleted in its entirety and the 

following inserted therein: 

11(5) The Director is responsible for vacant 

units, including units assigned to tenants and 

their families of record who are temporarily 

off-island. No occupant shall be permitted in 

assigned housing during the absence of the tenant 

and his family 'lvithout the written permission of 

the Director."
